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DETAILED ACTION 
Status of the Application 

Receipt of the Supplemental Amendment after Final and Applicant's 
Arguments/Remarks, both filed 11/10/04 is acknowledged. 

Claims 1, 6-8 and 10 are pending. Claims 1, 6 and 7 have been amended. Claims 1, 6-8 
and 10 are allowed.

In Claim 7, line 3, after the words "Korsakoff s disease", the phrase " , alone or 
in combination with other treatments" has been deleted. 
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Allowable Subject Matter 



Claims 1, 6-8 and 10 are allowed . 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The instant invention is drawn to a method of treating a cognitive memory dysfunction in 
a mammal, said method comprising administering to said mammal a pharmaceutically acceptable 
composition consisting essentially of a capsule or a tablet of a memory enhancing effective 
amount of gugulipid, starch, microcrystalline cellulose at a yield of 45-60%, wherein said 
gugulipid is administered at a dosage level equivalent to 40 mg/kg/day for 7 days. 

The primary reason for allowance is that the prior art does not disclose nor fairly suggest 
a method of treating a cognitive memory dysfunction comprising the instantly claimed 
ingredients (i.e., gugulipid, starch and microcrystalline cellulose) in a tablet or capsule 
formulation having the dosage levels as now claimed. The instant invention is an improvement 
over prior art formulations because higher yields of gugulipid extracts are obtained using the 
instant methods of extraction, compared with those of the prior art. Thus, the instant invention is 
rendered patentable over the prior art of record.
